l-mler  the  act  of  April  ti,  1902,  known  as  the  Willis  law,  all  cor 
porations  doin^  business  in  Ohio  are  required  to  file  annual  reports  with 
thoHecretary  of  Htfttc  and  pay  annual  fees  therefor  at  the  time  and  in  the 
amount  as  follows: 

Domestic  (  orpr)rations — During  the  month  of  May,  one-tenth  of 
one  per  cent,  tiprm  the  subscribed  or  issued  and  outstanding  capital  stock, 
and  not  less  than  ten  dollars  in  any  case. 

J'r>reign  ( *oriK)ration5 — During  the  month  of  September,  one-tenth 
of  one  per  cent,  ujxm  the  proportion  of  authorized  capital  stock  represented 
liy  pn^)erty  owned  and  used  and  business  transacted  in  Ohio,  and  not 
Ie«5s  than  ten  dollars  in  any  case. 

Domestic  C'or|K>rations,  Not  for  Profit — During  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber, one  dollar  each,  except  corporations  organized  under  section  148, 
jjara^raph  4,  ten  dollars.

DISSOLUTIONS   AND   RETIREMENTS    OF    CORPORATIONS. 

The  act  of  April  18,  1902,  affords  an  inexpensive  method  for  the 
voluntary  dissolution  of  domestic  corporations,  which  have  closed  their 
business  and  paid  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  incurred;  and  one  section 
of  the  Willis  law  provides  that  foreign  corporations  may  file  certificates  of 
retirement  when  they  cease  to  do  business  in  this  state.  The  dissolu- 
tions and  retirements  of  corporations  under  these  laws  are  as  follows :

AUTOMOBILE  DEPARTMENT. 

An  act  passed  May  9,  1908,  became  effective  on  June  loth,  known  as 
the  Automobile  Law,  provides  for  the  annual  registration  with  the  secre- 
tary of  state  of  chauffeurs  and  motor  vehicles,  "except  motor  bicycles, 
motor  cycles,  motor  trucks  or  drays  used  exclusively  for  commercial  pur- 
poses, road  rollers,  traction  engines,  fire  engines,  police  patrol  wagons, 
ambulances  and  such  vehicles  as  are  run  only  upon  rails  or  tracks." 

Fees  for  registration  are  as  follows:  Chauffeurs,  $2.00;  motor 
vehicles  propelled  by  gasoline  or  steam,  $5.00;  electrics,  $3.00.  Manufac- 
turers and  dealers  pay  a  fee  of  $10.00  for  registration  of  "each  gasoline, 
steam,  electric  or  other  make  of  motor  vehicles  manufactured  or  dealt  in 
by  such  manufacturer  or  dealer." 

Chauffeurs  are  furnished  with  metal  badges  bearing  their  registra- 
tion number,  and  certificates  of  registration  in  the  form  of  lithographed 
cards  also  bearing  their  registration  numbers,  their  names  and  addresses, 
name  and  motive    power  of   machines   they  are    competent    to    operate 
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Owners  are  furnished  with  certificates  of  registration  in  the  form  of  litho- 
graphed cards  bearing  their  names  and  addresses,  their  registration  num- 
bers and  a  brief  description  of  their  motor  vehicles.  They  are  also  fur- 
nished with  two  number  plates.  Manufacturers  or  dealers  are  furnished 
with  certificates  of  registration  and  one  set  of  number  plates  for  fee  of 
$10.00.  Certified  copies  of  manufacturers'  and  dealers'  certificates  are  fur- 
nished for  fee  of  $2.00,  and  a  set  of  number  plates  furnished  with  each 
certified  copy. 

"An  exact,  full  and  accurate  list  of  registered  motor  vehicles  and 
their  owners  and  chauffeurs"  must  be  furnished  to  the  clerk  of  courts  of 
each  county  in  the  state ;  additional  lists  are  furnished  monthly.

BUREAU  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Ohio  has  for  years  been  dependent  upon  a  dual  system  of  vital  sta- 
tistics, one  operated  through  the  secretary  of  state  and  the  other  through 
the  state  board  of  health.  The  statistics  published  by  the  state  board  of 
health  covered  deaths  only,  and  the  annual  report  of  1906  shows  42,830 
deaths  reported  by  health  officers  in  58  cities,  412  villages  and  670  town- 
ships, with  a  total  population  of  3,607,389,  showing  a  death  rate  of  11.9. 
But  the  state  board  of  health  makes  no  return  of  births. 

The  secretary  of  state's  report  for  the  same  year  shows  31,804  deaths, 
based  upon  a  population  of  4,157,545,  showing  a  death  rate  of  9.7,  both 
of  which  would  be  much  too  low  a  death  rate  if  we  were  to  compare  them 
with  the  census  report  of  vital  statistics.  The  year  of  1900  shows  a  death 
rate  of  17.8  in  the  registration  area,  with  a  population  of  28,807,269, 
of  which  75  per  cent,  are  in  cities  with  populations  of  8,000  or  more,  and 
the  death  rate  in  rural  portions  alone  show  a  death  rate  of  15.4.  The 
census  bureau  assumes  from  these  figures  that  the  general  death  rate 
throughout  the  United  States  would  be  about  16.3.  Thg  lowest  death 
rate  in  any  registration  state  during  the  same  year  was  13.9,  reported  in 
Michigan.  Assuming  16.3  to  be  a  reasonable  death  rate  in  Ohio,  based 
upon  the  population  of  1900,  there  were  27440  deaths  which  were  not 
reported  to  the  secretary  of  state  in  1906. 
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The  secretary  of  state's  report  was  made  from  abstracts  prepared 
by  the  probate  judge  in  each  county,  whose  abstract  was  made  from  tlie 
returns  given  by  the  assessor  of  each  incorporation  and  township  in  his 
county. 

The  Cieneral  Assembly  passed  an  act  May  i,  1908,  which  was  ap- 
proved May  5,  1908,  to  "establish  a  bureau  of  vital  statistics  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  prompt  and  permanent  registration  of  all  births  and  deaths 
occurring  within  the  state  of  Ohio,"  the  same  applying  to  the  rural  dis 
tricts  as  well  as  to  the  cities  and  villages. 

The  act  [)rovides  that  the  secretary  of  state  .shall  have  charge  of  the 
system  of  registration  of  births  and  deaths,  prepare  all  blanks  and  forms, 
and  all  records  shall  be  preserved  at  the  capital  of  the  state  in  the  central 
bureau  which  shall  Ixi  known  as  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics,  which  shall 
be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  state  registrar. 

**For  the  purpose  of  this  act  the  state  shall  be  divided  into 
registration  districts  as  follows:  Each  city,  village  and  township 
shall  constitute  a  primary  registration  district.  Provided  that  the 
state  registrar  may  combine  two  or  more  primary  registration  dis- 
tricts into  one  registration  district."  Ohio  having  68  cities,  693 
villages  and  1,378  townships,  making  in  all  a  total  of  2,139  primary 
registration  districts,  which  have  been  combined  into  1,153  regis- 
tration districts,  each  district  having  a  local  registrar,  who  shall,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  act,  appoint  a  deputy  registrar,  who  shall  only  serve  during 
the  absence,  illness  or  disability  of  the  local  registrar.  The  act  further 
provides  that  the  local  registrar  shall  appoint  a  sub-registrar  where  it  is 
necessary  for  the  convenience  of  the  people  in  some  portion  of  a  registra- 
tion district,  but  no  sub-registrars  have  been  appointed  at  this  time,  but 
will  be  appointed  as  soon  as  the  act  is  put  into  effect,  the  working  of  the 
same  indic.'iting  where  they  are  necessary. 

The  first  work  of  this  department  was  the  preparation  of  the  blanks 
i;nd  forms  necessary  for  carrying  on  this  work,  and  while  they  were  in 
|)reparation,  we  have  been  securing  the  names  of  the  local  registrars, 
with  the  postoffice  address  and  express  office,  and  assigning  them  territory, 
as  well  as  getting  a  complete  list  of  cemeteries  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  sexton  in  charge  of  each. 

The  system  of  vital  statistics  which  has  Ix^en  in  vogue  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  state  was  merely  figures  showing  the  number  of  persons 
dying  from  various  diseases,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  dying  being 
retained  by  the  probate  judge  in  each  county.  The  same  being  true  of 
births.  ^ 

While  the  law  under  which  the  bureau  of  vital  statistics  is  operated 
rc(|uires  that  "within  ten  days  after  each  birth,  the  physician  or  midwife 
in  attendance  shall  make  a  certificate  of  this  birth,  and  forward  same  to 
the  local  registrar  of  the  district  in  which  said  birth  takes  place,  and  in 
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case  no  physician  or  /nidwife  was  in  attendance  at  birth,  then  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  father  or  mother  of  the  child,  householder  or  owner  of  the 
premises,  manager  or  superintendent  of  public  or  private  institutions  in 
which  the  birth  occurred  to  notify  the  local  registrar,  within  ten  days 
after  the  birth,  of  the  fact  of  such  birth  having  occurred.  It  shall  then 
in  such  case  be  the  duty  of  the  local  registrar  to  secure  the  necessary  in- 
formation and  signature  to  make  a  proper  certificate." 

On  the  loth  of  the  month,  the  local  registrar  shall  forward  all  birtl; 
certificates  which  are  in  his  possession,  after  making  and  retaining  a  true 
and  correct  copy  of  each,  to  the  state  registrar  for  the  month  preceding. 

Section  5  of  the  act  provides,  "that  no  deceased  body  shall  be  interred., 
deposited  in  a  vault  or  tomb,  cremated  or  otherwise  disposed  of  until  a 
burial  or  removal  permit  has  been  obtained,  and  no  burial  or  removal 
permit  can  be  obtained  until  a  complete  and  satisfactory  certificate  of 
death  has  been  filed  with  the  local  registrar  of  the  district  in  which  the 
death  occurred." 

On  the  5th  of  each  month  the  local  registrar  shall  forward  all  death 
certificates  to  the  state  registrar  after  making  a  true  copy  of  same.  Upon 
re<:eipt  of  which,  statistics  will  be  compiled  by  color,  sex,  locality,  month 
and  disease,  and  after  compilations  are  made,  they  shall  be  permanently 
bound  and  indexed  by  a  card  system,  and  retained  for  reference  at  all 
times.  The  law  requirees  that  all  certificates,  both  birth  and  death,  shall 
be  legibly  written  in  unfading  ink,  and  therefore  this  record  will  be  uf 
immense  value  to  the  state. 

It  will  establish  the  school  age,  age  of  consent,  age  of  admission  to 
practice  in  various  professions,  age  of  voting,  as  well  as  the  age  for  mili- 
tary and  jury  service,  and  will  be  of  value  in  pension  and  insurance 
claims,  as  well  as  inheritance.

vice-president,  state  and  county  officers,  held  on  the  3rd  day  of  November, 
1908,  for  and  against  each  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Ohio,  submitted  by  the  77th  General  Assembly  to  a  vote  of  the 
people  of  the  state  at  said  election,  and  also  the  total  vote  cast  at  said 
election. 

And  from  said  canvass  and  count,  we  have  ascertained  and  do  de- 
clare as  follows :

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

CONGRESSIONAL  APPORTIONMENT. 


AN  ACT. 

[Senate  Bill  No.  59.] 

To  amend  section  (2979-1)  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ohio,  to  ap- 
portion the  State  of  Ohio  into  congressional  districts  under 
the  twelfth  census  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Staie  of  Ohio: 

Section  i.  That  section  (2979-1)  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Ohio  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows  : 

Section  2.  That  under  the  twelfth  census  of  the 
United  States,  the  state  of  Ohio  shall  be  divided  into 
twenty-one  (21)  districts  for  the  election  of  representa- 
tives to  congress,  and  each  district  shall  choose  one  rep- 
resentative in  the  manner  following,  to-wit :
